country comparatively 
and the winds of winter blow unob- 
structed across ihe prairie, while . in 
the territory to the west, par. icularly 
the northern part of *, wooded lands 
are more common . The soil is soOme~ 
whit different in texture and showers 
in summer are more frequent. In cer- 
tain sections of Alberta, Bfall wheat 
and cloyer can be grown with 
good success, while "at Indian Head 
these have so far proved utter failures. 
The most noticeable feature of the 
sicuation is that the average Alberta 
farmer does not know exuacily what 
may or may not be grown euccessful- 
ly upon his farm. This is Ky no means 
due to lack of intelligence, because Al- 
berta husbandmen have evidenily been 
endowed with at least their share, and, 
moreover, the atmo phere is conducive 
to angthing but siuggisiness. The fae. 
is, the country is new and most people 
are slow to investigate when there are 
certamties at hand sufficient to oc- 
enpy their t'me Ask some farmers 
it clover and fall wheat do well in‘heix 
district, and they at once tell you 
they dre not sure, having hi 
perience, but they believe it will. Some 
are cxpermmenting a little on their 
and others have under- 


ad no ex- 


own account, 
taken the testing of grams sent out 
by the Territorial! government through 
the Agricultural Society, which is all 
right as far as it goes, but 1s not suf- 
fimently far reaching. 

it s expensive for any single indi- 
vidual to carry out a conclusive experi- j 
ment, and there are few who can af- 
ford at the present «me to devote 
much time or labor in that direttion. 
Work of thes nature, in which the en- 
tire district must benefit as well as 
the individual, should ebe under the 
supervision of the government and. Be 
paid for at the public expense. 

It may be suggested that Alberta is 
not yet sutfimently populaied, and the 
total vaiue of her farm iands not suf- 
ficient to justify the necessary expen- 
diture; but it ss now and no. twenty 
years hance that the people need in- 
formation. Experiment stacjons con- 
tinue to be protitable concerns in older 
countnes, where they encourage the 
the introduction of newer and more 
prolific varmeties of grains, etc., but 


what Alberta needs just now is a irial 
farm to determine what can be grown 
and how. Such an institution woald 


be certain to prove a great education, 
and very soon. pay ‘or iiself through 
the increased production of the farms. 
In the northern part of the territory 
‘he need ss doubtless greater than in 
the south, owing to ihe latter being 
largely devoied.to ranching, while ihe 
former 1s rapidly becoming one solid 
phlanx, of homesteads with cultivated 
fields.  The*south may yet yield to the 
plow toa Jargeexient, but if money ‘is 
to be expended by the government in 
its interest, it can probably best be 
dove by properly coaducticg an i mS | 
gation farm. .
